condltlona essential to tornadoes. 

Many cyclones never develop a torna- 
do but a tornado iu'ver develops with- 
out the cycUme, and almost invaria- 
bly the toruudoeb occur in southeast 
quarter ot the low area. About 123 
cyeloaaa paaa aoniaa tha United 
sutes eaoh year, movtag in a 'gener- 
al way from West to East. They 
ine of great boni lit because they in- 
duce a movement of snilaie air fro n 
the South and Soulheasl, and the 
rainfall that wakes the great interior 
valleys a rleh agrienltaral region |s 
depeudeht apon thaoa lotttham, 
moisture-bearing wlnda. 

ToniudooM almost invariably move 
in an easterly direction and general- 
ly froiri southwest to northeast. Tli<> 
average length of the path of di'slruc- 
llon is about lwenty-ii\e imles, and 
thia path may not be couiluuous, if 
tha tunnel aload ia not in contact 
with tho earth daiiag ito whole 
course.
